No. PN(CANADA LICENSING )/1 of 197 L— The scheme relates to the export 
to Canada of cotton yarn with effect 1st September, 1971 upto 31st August, 
1972. 

2. Main Group end Category Heading: 

Yarn.—1. Canadian Tariff Item Number 52101-1; Singles, not otherwise 
provided for and; 
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2. Canadian Tariff Item Number 52107-1: Other, not otherwise provlBed for 
(that is other than count 70 or finer, when imported by manufacturers 
for use in the manufacture of levers lace.) 

3. Exports shall be allowed from any port in India. 

4. (a) The quotas shall be allotted against Individual shipments by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, or its authorised representatives at 
upcountry ports of Calcutta, Madras, Tuticorin, Cochin and New Delhi by way of 
endorsement on shipping bills on flrst-come-first served basis. Licensing endorse¬ 
ments on such allotments shall be made by the concerned Export Control Authori¬ 
ties at the port of shipment. 

(b) Import of cotton yarn into Canada will be admitted by Canadian authorities 
against presentation of Customs (MB Invoice) duly certified by Indian authorities. 
The shippers shall therefore, admit Customs Invoice duly filled in (induplicate) 
to The Cotton Textile Export Promotion Council, Bombay or ita authorised up- 
country representative for certification along with shipping documents submitted 
for quota endorsement. 

5. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in 
writing of the Canada Advisory Committee. 

8. All shipments of cotton yarn made during each month from any port in India 
shall be reported by the exporters concerned to The Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council by the 10th of subsequent month. 

7. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 5/- for every 1Q,000 lbs. of cotton yarn shall 
be levied by Texprocil for the issue of quota certificate subject to a minimum of 
Us. 5/-,

—Scheme fo-r the licensing of Indian Cotton Textiles for export to Italy 
during the licensing year 1971-72. 

No. PN (ITALY LICENSING)/1 of 1971.—(1) The Scheme relates to export of 
all varieties of mill-made cotton textiles excluding cotton yarn from India to Italy 
during the licensing year October 1971 to 30th September, 1972. 

2. Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Office of the Jt. Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay, on the basis of quota certificates issued 
by The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, on first-eome-flrst-served 
basis. The quota certificate will be issued on presentation by the exporters of firm 
contracts and a proforma invoice indicating, along with other details, the net 
weight in kilograms of the goods in the Form prescribed by Texprocil for the 
purpose. 

3. For the purpose of exports and issuance of quotas/licences, cotton textiles 
have been divided into the following two groups:—. 

GROUP I.—Cotton fabrics, grey or bleached mercerised or not. Group I 
covers items classified under categories B, Bl, B2, B3, B4, B5, B6, B7, 
B8, C and Cl. 

GROUP II.—Other cotton fabrics, made-up articles and miscellaneous articles 
of cotton. 

Group II covers items falling under categories CZ, C3, C4, C5, C6, C7, D, Dl,

Group Ii covers items falling under categories C2, C3, C4, C5, C6, C7, D, 
Dl, D2, D3, D4, E, El, E2. E3, E4, E6, E6, E7, E8, E9, E10, Ell, 
F, FI, F2, F3, and F4. 

Details of the items falling under the above categories ere available with The 
Texprocll in the form of Standardised categories and items falling under the 
same. 


4. According to the agreement, imports of cotton textiles into BENELUX count¬ 
ries will be admitted by the competent authorities in the BENELUX countries 
only on presentation of the Green Certificates issued by The Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay, on the basis of which the BENELUX autho¬ 
rities would issue import licences. 


5. Licences shall be valid for shipment from any port in India. 


6. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in 
writing of the E.E.C. and Austria Textile Licensing Advisory Committee. 


7. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 2.50 per ton will be levied by The Cotton Tex¬ 
tiles Export Promotion Council, for the issue of quotas, s rbject to a minimum of 
Rs. 2.50. 

8. All quota holders shall have to submit monthly report to The Cotton Textiles 
Exports Promotion Council giving details of the shipments against individual 
licences issued to them. These statements should reach the Council by the 10th 
of the subsequent month. 

9. The E.E.C.-—Austria Textile Licensing Advisory Committee shall (a) super¬ 
vise the entire scheme (b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time 
(c) interpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of the operation of 
the scheme and (d) make such changes in that scheme as the Committee deems fit 
from time to time. The Licensing Committee shall be empowered to frame rules 
and regulations from time to time, inter alia, providing for the conditions to be 
complied with by an applicant before he would be entitled to quotas. It shall also 
have the right to with-bold or cancel quotas and reject applications for quotas with¬ 
out assigning any reasons.

Subject. —Scheme for the licensing of Indian cotton textiles for export to Austria 
during the Licensing year 1971-72. 

No. PN(AUSTRIA LICENSING)/I of 1971. —The Scheme relates to the export 
of all varieties of mill-made cotton textiles including cotton yarn from India to 
Austria during the licensing year 1st October, 1971 to 30th September, 1972. 

2. Exports will be allowed from any port in India. 

3. Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief controller of 
Imports & Exports, Bombay, on the basis of the quota certificate issued by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay on first-come-first-served basis. 
The quota Certificate will be issued on presentation by Exporters of firm contracts 
and a proforma invoice indicating, alongwith other details, the net wtight in kgs. 
of the goods in Form prescribed by the Texprocil for the purpose. 

4. For the purposes of exports and issuance of quota/licences, cotton Textiles 
have been divided into the following three categories: 

CATEGORY I—Grey goods. 

CATEGORY II-—Terry Towels and Towelling, And

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5. Such imports Into Austria will be admitted by t'’e Competent Austrian 
authority only on presentation of the Green Certificate issued by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay on the basis of which the Austrian 
authorities would issue an import licence. 

6. Licences and quota shall not be transferable without the express consent in 
writing of the E.E.C, and Austria Textiles licensing Advisory Committee. 

7. A non-refundable charge of Rs. 2.50 per ton will be levied by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the Issue of quotas, subject to a minimum 
of R«. 2.6*. 

8 . Ail quota holders shall have to submit monthly reports to the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council .giving details of the shipments against individual 
licences issued to them. These statements should reach the council by the 18th 
of the subsequent month. 

9. E.E.C.—-Austria Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall (a) supervise 
the entire scheme, (b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time, (c) 
interpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of the operation of the 
Scheme, and (d) makesuch changes in the scheme as the committee deems fit 
from time to time. The Licensing Committee shall be empowered to frame rules 
and regulations from tune to time, intrr-aHa, providing for the conditions to be 
complied with by an applicant before he would be entitled to quotas. It shall 
alao have the right to withhold or cancel quotas and reject applications for quotas 
without assigning any reasons.
